On Monday, February 10, 1997, I received a telephone call from Elizabeth DelTufo, Chairperson of 
the Newark Landmarks and Historic Preservation Commission, (Commission) requesting a date for 
the above referenced matter to be scheduled for a Central Planning Board meeting. 


I connected Mrs. DelTufo to Mr. Afolabi, who projected a March 17, 1997 meeting date. This date 
was projected with the anticipation that certain required documents would be received prior to the 
meeting date.

In light of the above, the March 17th. date will need to be revised in order to allow sufficient time 
for you to obtain all the required documents indicated in this memorandum.
